THE  YEAR  IN  REVIEW 


As  we  complete  the  beginning  of  this  new  decade  at  Sandy  with 
the  summer  of  1990,  our  hopes  for  the  future  of  our  island  remain 
very  positive.  It  was  a good  summer,  with  a full  camp,  warm  weather, 
a wonderful  staff,  and  many  many  happy  campers.  The  state  of  the 
economy  in  the  northeast  did  not  affect  us  too  adversely,  although 
our  waiting  lists  were  shorter  than  in  preceding  years.  Campers 
find  Sandy  still  somewhat  of  a bargain  compared  to  other  vacation 
options,  particularly  in  the  Lakes  Region.  Because  of  the  economy 
and  its  effect  on  summer  employment  we  had  many  more  staff  appli- 
cations than  normal.  All  in  all  it  was  a great  summer.  We  did  not 
have  any  major  problems  other  than  the  normal  ones  associated  with 
the  operation  of  a camp.  This  was  my  eighth  summer  as  Director  at 
Sandy  Island  and  my  31st  in  Greater  Boston  Y.M.C.A.  camping. 

Behind  the  Scenes 


1990  brought  many  improvements  at  Sandy  which  are  not  always 
visible  to  the  campers,  but  are  recognized  by  the  staff  and  in 
general  serve  to  make  Sandy  a better  and  longer-lasting  camping 
facility.  Because  of  the  fact  that  we  own  everything  on  the  island 
including  all  the  utilities,  electrical,  propane  and  telephone, 
we  have  the  responsibility  for  maintenance  and  replacement  when 
necessary.  This  year  we  accomplished  the  following: 

a.  Put  in  new  poles,  lines  and  transformers  in  our  high-powered 
electrical  system  from  North  Dock  to  Beach  Lav  to  the  Kitchen. 

b.  Put  in  a new  24-pair  telephone  cable. 

c.  Moved  the  propane  tanks  from  next  to  the  Kitchen  to  a location 
35  feet  away.  We  replaced  2 more  propane  hot  water  heaters  at 
Beach  Lav  and  the  Craft  Shop. 

d.  Replaced  the  septic  tank  at  the  Lodge.  This  heavily  used  toilet 
facility  was  always  a problem.  This  year  we  completed  the  season  with 
no  problems. 

3.  Added  a second  pay  phone,  alleviating  the  problem  of  long  waits 
for  the  phone. 

f.  Put  in  a telephone  pole  and  ran  electric  lines  to  the  staff 
cottages  West  Wind  and  Moon  Shadow. 

Another  slightly  more  visible  improvement  was  the  addition  of 
a computer  to  our  office.  This  enabled  us  to  do  all  of  our  regis- 
trations, camper  placement,  lists  and  mailings  with  a much  easier 
and  more  accurate  system.  We  bought  a Commodore  128  system  and 
it  works  well  for  us.  David  Todaro  designed  and  wrote  all  the 
programs  for  us,  and  was  our  resident  computer  consultant  in 
addition  to  all  his  regular  duties  as  Assistant  Mechanic,  and  we 
thank  him  for  all  his  help. 


We  also  continued  to  improve  the  beach  road,  which  is  a very 
visible  improvement.  With  drainage  ditches,  pipes  and  the  addition 
of  gravel  and  stones  we  made  good  progress  in  eliminating  some  of 
the  muddy  road,  but  there  is  more  to  do  in  the  future.

I thought  it  would  be  interesting  to  take  a look  at  the  Greater 
Boston  YMCA  Mission  Statement  and  reflect  on  how  it  applies  to  the 
Sandy  Island  experience.

"The  Greater  Boston  YMCA  is  a charitable  Association  dedicated  to 
building  healthy  body,  mind  and  spirit.  Part  of  a worldwide  movement, 
it  puts  Christian  principles  into  practice  through  programs  that 
promote  good  health,  strong  families,  youth  leadership,  community 
development  and  International  understanding. 

The  Greater  Boston  YMCA  is  open  to  men,  women  and  children  of  all 
ages,  incomes,  abilities,  races  and  religions." 

The  first  sentence  refers  to  building  healthy  body,  mind  and 
spirit.  Here  at  Sandy  I believe  we  spend  a lot  of  time  in  the  areas 
of  body  and  spirit.  I'm  not  so  sure  we  develop  the  intellect  as 
much . 


Concerning  the  second  statement,  we  also  do  well  at  promoting 
health,  strong  families,  youth'  leadership,  community  and  some 
international  understanding  through  our  foreign  counselor  program. 

All  in  all  I feel  we  fulfill  the  Y.M.C.A.  mission  on  practically 
all  points. 

Sandy  Island  is  a great  place  and  we  get  a lot  of  positive 
feedback  from  the  campers  concerning  the  feelings  they  have  developed 
for  the  camp. 


CAPITAL  CAMPAIGN 


The  Capital  Campaign  is  now  completed  and  we  have  raised 
approximately  $190,000,  $10,000  short  of  our  goal  of  $200,000. 

A beautiful  plaque  honoring  the  460  contributors  was  put  up 
in  the  Lodge.  This  fall  Al  Stewart  made  a glass  case  to  protect 
the  surface  of  the  plaque. 

Many  thanks  go  to  everyone  who  made  a contribution  to  this 
fund-raising  effort. 


PATTERSON  MEMORIAL 


With  the  funds  collected  last  year,  a Bob  Patterson  Memorial 
was  established.  Each  year  the  outstanding  male  and  female  staff 
member  will  be  selected  by  the  staff  executive  committee.  Their 
names  will  be  inscribed  on  the  main  plaque  in  the  store,  and  each 
person  selected  receives  a small  plaque  and  an  award  of  $100. 

This  year's  recipients  were  Libby  Bacigalupo  from  the  Dining 
Hall  staff,  and  Michael  Smith  from  the  Service  Crew.  Both  were  first 
year  staff  members. 


TWO  NEW  CABINS  BUILT  THIS  YEAR 


Stay  A While  - formerly  a 2-3  person  cabin  had  its  name  changed  to 
Happy  Nest,  and  was  replaced  by  a new  4-6  person  cabin  built  by  the 
original  sponsor,  Isabel  McShane.  This  new  cabin  will  retain  the 
name  Stay  A While . The  cabin  was  completed  just  in  time  to  be  used 
all  summer.  It  is  built  exactly  like  Blue  Jay  and  77  Sandy  Strip. 

Moonshadow  is  a new  6-person  staff  cottage  built  on  the  west  side 
of  the  island  next  to  Sunset  View.  Moonshadow  housed  Joe  Tenczar 
and  Pat  Moriarty  from  the  waterfront  staff  and  their  4 children. 

It  is  presently  being  completed  and  stained. 


A VISIT  FROM  U.S.  NEWS  & WORLD  REPORT 

During  the  5th  week  of  camp  a reporter  and  photographer  from 
U.  S.  News  and  World  Report  in  Washington,  D.C.  spent  two  days 
with  us  at  camp.  They  are  doing  an  article  on  family  camping, 
featuring  3 or  4 family  camps  across  the  country.  The  article 
is  due  to  appear  in  one  of  their  February  issues.  The  reporter 
interviewed  several  camper  families.  He  was  interested  in  finding 
out  what  makes  each  camp  unique  and  different  from  the  others.  The 
photographer  kept  very  busy  taking  36  rolls  of  film.

RUSSIAN  GIRLS'  BASKETBALL  TEAM  VISITS  SANDY 


This  summer  a high  school  girls'  basketball  team  from  Russia 
stopped  in  for  a brief  visit  to  Sandy  and  the  Lakes  Region. 

My  neighbor  from  Londonderry,  Doug  DeCosta  was  instrumental 
in  establishing  an  exchange  visit  between  Londonderry  and  a Russian 
city.  He  asked  if  we  could  take  the  girls  on  a short  boat  ride  on 
Lake  Winnipesaukee  in  conjunction  with  their  day  trip  to  the  White 
Mountains. We  did  this  and  also  fed  them  lunch.  After  lunch  they  all 
took  a swim  at  our  Sandy  beach.  They  gave  us  pins  and  many  thanks 
for  hosting  them. 


SANTOS  MEMORIAL  BUILDING 

This  past  winter  one  of  our  Sandy  camper  families  suffered  a 
tragedy.  Paul  Santos,  a 4th  and  5th  week  camper  lost  his  wife  and 
all  three  of  his  children  in  an  automobile  accident  while  returning 
from  a skiing  trip  to  the  White  Mountains. 

Campers  from  Week  4 & 5 organized  a fund-raising  effort  in 
the  Santos'  memory.  Paul  returned  to  camp  this  year,  and  brought 
his  brother  and  his  family  and  his  mother-in-law  with  him  for  the 
two  weeks. 

While  at  camp  we  had  a meeting  with  the  family  and  the 
organizers  of  the  fund-raising  to  decide  what  to  do  about  an  appro- 
priate memorial  with  the  money  that  was  collected. 

It  was  decided  to  erect  a small  octagonal  building  in  the 
old  croquet  area.  This  building  will  be  a children's  library  and 
nature  center,  and  be  the  starting  place  for  a newly  designated 
nature  trail. 

Work  began  the  last  week  of  camp  and  continued  during  the  fall. 
We  hope  that  it  will  be  ready  for  use  in  July,  1991. 


CAMP  CONCERNS 


Operating  a camp  is  fulfilling,  challenging,  and  a lot  of  fun, 
but  it  is  not  without  a few  problems. 

I thought  it  would  be  realistic  to  touch  on  some  of  these  that 
we  are  faced  with  each  year,  and  which  occupied  some  of  our  time 
this  season. 

Each  year  we  have  to  deal  with  broken  equipment,  septic  system 
failures,  loss  of  electricity,  rainy  weather,  camper  cancellations, 
young  and  inexperienced  staff,  complaints  by  campers  and  staff 
social  problems. 


This  season  many  of  these  areas  have  been  showing  improvement 
of  have  almost  been  eliminated.  Malfunctioning  equipment  has  been 
replaced,  2 vehicles  were  added,  and  we  have  our  new  Sandy  II. 

There  are  new  electric  and  phone  lines  and  improvements  to  our  septic 
system.  This  summer  there  were  very  few  camper  complaints. 

However,  remaining  to  be  dealt  with  were:  a)  young  staff,  with 
related  social  problems;  b)  increased  camper  cancellations;  and 
c)  an  overpopulation  of  raccoons  on  the  island. 

We  spent  a great  deal  of  time  on  staff  and,  in  some  instances, 
camper  social  problems,  especially  in  the  area  of  alcohol.  Drinking 
has  become  a real  problem  for  us  at  camp  just  as  it  is  in  the  schools 
The  problem  is  being  addressed  by  everyone,  parents,  churches,  school 
and,  yes,  here  at  camp  also.  We  have  talks,  followed  by  disciplinary 
action,  followed  by  dismissal  if  the  problem  continues  or  reaches 
the  uncontrolled  stage. 

The  raccoon  problem  is  being  handled  by  relocation  and  by 
nature.  The  camper  cancellation  problem  hopefully  will  be  handled 
by  an  improvement  in  the  economy  by  Mr.  Bush,  and  Mr.  Weld  or  Mr. 
Silber  - and  by  U.S.  News  & World  Report. 


We  work  very  hard  to  keep  our  problems  small  and  under  control.
